NO LOONS LEFT 

Audubon Society says Minnesota’s 
dangerously close to losing its loons

T he loon has been Minnesota’s 
state bird since 1961. They’re 
striking with their pontoon¬ 
shaped bodies, black heads, 
white spots, and round red 
eyes. But even more iconic is their cry—a 
sort of fluttering whistle-wail that rises up 
at the end, like a question. 

If you haven’t seen or heard a loon, 
your time may be running out. According 
to data compiled by National Audubon 
Society scientists, nearly 400 species of 
North American birds are facing threat 
of displacement or even extinction from 
climate change. 

That includes New Hampshire’s beloved 
purple finch. New Jersey’s goldfinch, the 
California quail, and, yes, Minnesota’s loon. 

If global temperatures rise a ‘"plausible” 
3 degrees above preindustrial levels in the 
next hundred years, our favorite aquatic 
bird will no longer find Minnesota sum¬ 
mers favorable for hunting or breeding. 


They may “b 5 q)ass the state altogether,” 
the New York Times says, and head north 
for cooler climes. 

“The results are clear,” the study says. 
“Birds will be forced to relocate to find 
favorable homes. And they may not survive.” 

Minnesota’s trees—spruce, fir, birch, 
quaking aspen—are already under stress 
from heatwaves and disease. Lynx are 
expected to abandon us for Canada. 
Resort towns are already complaining 
about a shortage of coveted sporting fish 
like walleye. 

But there’s something deeply personal, 
and deeply frightening, about losing the 
loon. It’s like losing a bit of home. 

“It’s hard to imagine a Minnesota sum¬ 
mer without them,” Audubon President 
David Yarnold told the Times. 

The group is quick to note that it’s pos¬ 
sible to hold onto the loon. By “stabilizing 
carbon emissions” and keeping warm¬ 
ing to a minimum, nearly 150 of these 


species would no longer be vulnerable 
to extinction. 

But we have a long way to go if we’re 
going to make that happen. Three short 
years ago, all but one Republican mem¬ 
ber of the Minnesota House refused to 
acknowledge climate change was driven 


by burning fossil fuels. 

In Kittson and Roseau—Minnesota’s 
two counties warming up the fastest- 
only 60-some precent of residents believe 
climate change is happening at all. By the 
time we realize there aren’t as many loons 
around, it might be too late, -hannah jones

E achyear with Picked to Click, 
City Pages polls a bunch 
of local notables (writers, 
musicians, promoters, com¬ 
pulsive showgoers) to select 
our scene’s ‘'best new local 
artist.” 

A big reason we do this is 
to spotlight worthy up-and-comers. And some¬ 
times we catch folks pretty early. This year’s 
first-place winner, Nur-D, has only been rapping 
for a year and a half. 

But reconfigurations of groups with established 
musicians show up as well, as they should. For 
instance, the members of our silver medalists. 


Green/Blue, are scene veterans who’ve played in 
numerous bands that have placed in past polls. 

And our guidelines are pretty loose: The only 
hardline rule is that you can’t vote for someone 
who’s already placed in previous polls. (Not that 
it stops some of our voters. Last year’s fourth- 
place finisher, Dua Saleh, got enough votes to 
land in our top 10 again this year, if we’d counted 
them.) For instance, Jeremy Nutzman is hardly 
a newcomer to the scene, but as Velvet Negroni 
he had an artist breakthrough this year, which 
landed him in our third-place spot. 

So why settle on a single definition of what’s 
“new”? The further we cast our net, the broader 
a range of music we can introduce you to.

66 r his is my natural habitat.” 

I Matt Allen is browsing 
the racks at Source Comics, 
an expansive emporium of role-playing 
games, action figures, and, of course, com¬ 
ics, tucked just off Snelling Avenue in the 
shadow of Rosedale. His sweater has a 
Batman logo; his glasses are square-framed 
and stylishly unstylish. He calls himself 
Nur-D and he dresses the part. 

Allen didn’t start rapping till February 
2018. Three months later, he was per¬ 
forming at Soundset. A year after that, 
his second album. Songs About Stuff, was 
getting rave reviews in the Strib. Now 
he’s a Picked to Click champ. Not bad 
for a guy who felt like he’d never fit into 
the rap world. 

‘T remember thinking, even as a black 
youth, that hip-hop wasn’t mine,” he says. 
‘Tt wasn’t something that I could engage 
in because of where I grew up.” 

Though Allen was born in the Bronx 
(no place hip-hoppier), he and his mom 
relocated to Rosemont when he was young. 
“Rosemont is just the whitest thing, upper- 
middle-class mostly, with the exception 
of a few places,” says Allen. “My mom had 
moved us to one of the nicer developments. 


but she worked four jobs, and we were 
still getting government cheese.” 

Allen grew up between worlds, a black 
kid in a white burb (“I was stopped walking 
home from school more times by police 
officers than I’ve ever been stopped while 
driving”), a suburban kid visiting his grand¬ 
parents in the Bronx. 

“I watched a lot of TV and read a lot 
of comic books,” he says “I was an only 
child, so it’s not like there was much going 
on. When my mom was at work, that was 
what I did. That’s why it’s such a big part 
of my music.” 

Gospel crossover artists Kirk Franklin 
and Fred Hammond were as big a part of 
his musical diet as Outkast was. ‘We were 
in church as many times as the doors were 
open,” he says. Soon there was tension 
between his religious upbringing and his 
pop-culture obsessions. “The first time 
they told me Pokemon was the devil, I had 
no reason not to believe them. I was like, 
‘Mom, we gotta get rid of all my cards,’ and 
she was like, ‘Uh, I paid a lot of money for 
those things.’” But Allen stood his ground 
when they preached that the X-Men were 
demons. “Nightcrawler is a devout Chris¬ 
tian,” he explained to them. “I feel that you 
didn’t actually read the books.” 

Allen dropped out of North Central Uni¬ 
versity, a Christain school tucked away in 
Minneapolis’ Elliot Park, to focus on music.

Desperate to get the word out about his 
band, Black Genesis, he came up with an 
odd plan: He would enter Go 95.3’s Shut 
Up and Rap contest, and once people were 
pa 3 dng attention to him, he could tell them: 
“I’m in this band; everybody should come 
see this band.” 

“I had been writing raps to deal with 
writer’s block, just to clear my head,” he 
says. And listeningto more hip-hop, because 
more artists were rapping in a way that 
was connecting with him. 

“I heard Childish Gambino rap about 
being the only back kid in his community, 
and Chance, rapping about church, and not 
being like a ‘church rapper.’ Here were 
these guys saying, ‘I’m a complex human 
being.’ All that made me realize: I can do 
this. There’s a spot for my voice in here. 
I can’t be the only one with this version 
of life, because if I’m hearingthings that I 
recognize, maybe what I have to say, other 
people will recognize.” 

Allen lost Shut Up and Rap, of course. 
But he went back, and then he won. And 
won. And won again, until he was retired 
from the competition. 

Songs About Stajfis hardly as offhanded 
as its title suggests. Nur-D might sprinkle 
his rh 3 mies with the sort of pop-culture 
references that get you shoved against 
middle-school lockers—“20 Cha” is basi¬ 
cally the Dungeon Master’s Guide set to 


music—but he doesn’t whine in some sort 
of nasal cliche. And though he’s anti-macho 
he doesn’t project a false lack of confidence: 
As he boasts on “Tyler Breeze” (oh, yes, 
he’s obsessed with wrestling too), “I'm 
filippin’ gorgeous,” while aline like “I wear 
XXL because a large is too tight” comes 
off like a boast. 


The album’s tracks are richly melodic, 
with a lot of squishy keys, fiowing into 
straightforward soul and R&B on several 
songs. L 5 n:*ically, Nur-D gets introspective 
on “Sincerely Yours,” which addresses 
his strained relationships with his largely 
absent father and depressed mother. And 
it gets baroquely goth on “The Epilouge,” 


[sic] a sequel to “The Devil Went Down to 
Georgia” where the triumphant fiddler faces 
lynching for communicating with Satan. 

Allen doesn’t drink or smoke, and he 
keeps his language G-rated while rapping. 
He’s not a goodie-goodie—he just knows 
who he is. “I’m not a traditional rapper in 
the sense that I’m going to be doing boom- 
bap 16 bars, have some lady come in and 
sing the chorus,” he says. “I’m weird.” 


2. GREEN/BLUE

T he members of Green/Blue—Jim 
Blaha, Danny Henry, Annie Spar¬ 
rows, and Hideo Takahashi—have 
been in a ton of bands you know about. 
And even more you haven’t. 

“We’ve known each other for a long 
time,” says Sparrows, best known from 
the Soviettes. “We’ve also all done projects 
that nobody cared about or paid atten¬ 
tion to at all, which is a different kind of 
experience. When people pay attention 
to something like this right away, it’s a 
big deal.” 

But this isn’t some pretentious punk 
supergroup, just longtime friends getting 
together because they like to play—a con-

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cept that seems like a quaint throwback 
in an era of Soundcloud rap and YouTube 
insta-stars. 

‘We’re all at the same point in our musi¬ 
cal career,” says Henry. ‘We all toured, 
put out records, played a lot of shows 
locally. We know each other both on and 
off the field. We’re not trying to ‘make it.’ 
Those days are gone. I just want everyone 
to hear these songs.” 

“Blind Shake wasn’t doing anything, 
and it was really an identity thing for 
me,” says Blaha, who writes Green/Blue’s 
material. “‘Do I have to be in a band?’ So 
I just started writing songs, working in 
my basement for a year.” 

Blaha then shared his recordings with 
Sparrows. “I gave Jim a lot of opinions 
and kind of weaseled my way in, like ‘I’ll 
come over and play these whenever you 
want.’” 

‘When I gave this stuff to Annie, it was 
like she was already my bandmate,” says 
Blaha. “I trusted her, from her music taste 
and bands she’s been in. She had a totally 
fresh perspective, and she doesn’t pull 
punches.” 

Sparrows and Henry had already been 
working on another band. ‘We were prac¬ 
ticing and Annie wanted to play these 
songs for me,” says Henry. “As soon as I 
heard it I said, ‘Well, that thing we were 
just doing is over now.’” 

The final piece of the lineup was Birth¬ 
day Suits/Sweet JAP’s Takahashi, who 
had never played bass for a band before. 
“I always told Jim if he starts a new proj¬ 
ect or something I wanna be in it,” says 
Takahashi. “I was the last piece. I’m the 
new guy!” 

The band’s mix of punk energy and 
psych draws surprising comparisons. 


“Paddy Costello called us the ‘Belle and 
Sebastian of garage psych,”’ Sparrows says 
with a laugh. “I hate trying to describe it.” 

‘We aren’t leaning back on old reputa¬ 
tions,” says Blaha. “We don’t even sound 
like what I think we should sound like, 
and that’s how I know we’re doing some¬ 
thing right.” 


3. VELVET NEGRONI

eremy Nutzman’s talent has never 
been in question. 

For over a decade, the 34-year-old 
rapper/singer jolted various projects to 
life: Bight Club, Spyder Baybie Raw Dog 
& 2% Muck, Pony Bwoy. But sustained 
success always proved elusive. 

“Pony Bwoy kinda started as an excuse 
to do drugs, then we just drove it into 
the ground,” he says of his last duo with 
Hunter Morley. “Shit got really... it prob¬ 
ably got properly dark.” 

The adopted son of a white evangeli¬ 
cal family from Andover, Minnesota, 
Nutzman had swerved from being a clas¬ 
sically trained musician at a Christian 
college to being homeless, drugged out, 
and surviving on social currency within 
the music scene. 

Things remained properly dark as 
Nutzman conceived Velvet Negroni and 
dropped the psychedelic, experimental 
R&B outfit’s first album, 2017’s T.C.O.D. 
That following year, a switch flipped. 
Nutzman pulled his life together and 
enlisted two stud producers—Elliott Kozel 
(aka Tickle Torture) and Psymun—to begin 
the highly collabora¬ 
tive process of making 
Neon Brown, which 
arrived in August. 

‘Working with pro¬ 
ducers that are prolific 
and responsible— 
they’re both super 
pros,” Nutzman says. 
“It’s the difference 
between me work¬ 
ing in duos that are 
extremely unhealthy, 
toxic relationships. 
Having the third peg 
there is huge, just for 
perspective.” 

Nutzman describes 
his current Velvet 
Negroni mindset as 
“beyond night and 
day” different from 
his previous proj¬ 
ects, and so are the 
dividends it’s yield¬ 
ing. In the lead up to 
Neon Brown, all he 
did was stack wins: 
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26 BATS!

bandmates Karl Remus (guitar), Warren 
Thomas Fenzi (drums), Daniel Chavez 
(trumpet), and Christian Wheeler (bass), 
and typically brings songs to the group, 
where they’re analyzed and put together. 
CT’m just a weird person. They make it 
sound cooler.”) 

This kind of carefree musical amalga- 
mizing has magic in it. It somehow lets 
a 26-minute record like last December’s 
Onyx stretch and shift, occupying a space 
more expansive than its sub-half-hour 
runtime should allow. “The process of 
songwriting for me is fully intuitive,” 
Cogan says. “I don’t even like taking all 
the credit. I’m like, it just came to me, I 
don’t know. It’s a mysterious and beau¬ 
tiful thing.” 

Onyx takes its name from the stone, one 
the singer was once given on a necklace. 
Its metaphysical properties are rooted in 
protection: the transformation of negative 
energy, the elimination of toxic thought 
patterns, the freedom from fear’s debili¬ 
tating clutches. And there is a healing 
energy to these songs. Hearing 26 BATS! 
find themselves on songs like the affirma¬ 
tive “IM OK” feels both transformative 
and healing, even more so if you catch 
it live, feel the power of singing along 
and swaying: “Love I normally give away 
imma show to myself today/I know I’m 
ok.” It’s restorative. 

“I get most of my inspiration from my 
surroundings and nature,” Cogan says. “I 
think I’ve learned the most life lessons from 
just, like, experiencing the four seasons. 
You kind of have to have little mini deaths 
every year. And rebirth, constantly.” 

It’s not altogether unlike listening to 
a 26 BATS! record. 


4. 26 BATS! (tie)

G enre is over! (If you want it.) 

That’s the feeling you’re left 
with listening to 26 BATS!—all 
the way down to the exclamation mark. 

The Minneapolis five-piece refer to 
themselves as “genre-fiuid,” but they’re 
practically post-genre. Why invoke the 
stricture of the g-word at all when a single 
song melds so many moods and dances 
between decades of infiuence? 

“I like a quick or a jolty change. Obvi¬ 
ously,” laughs vocalist, keyboardist, and 
songwriter Bailey “26” Cogan. “I have a 
short attention span, so when something 
catches me off guard, I really like that.” 

When they sit down to write at the 
piano, Cogan—who has a background 
in choir but is largely self-taught on the 
keys—says they’re often stringing ideas 
together without a plan. They feel no “intel¬ 
lectual need for it to make more sense.” 
Cogan has less background in theory than 


recording at Bon Iver’s 
April Base studio in Eau 
Claire; earning a fan in 
Kanye West, who adapted 
Velvet Negroni’s “Waves” 
for his 2018 Kid Cudi col¬ 
laboration Kzds^ee Ghosts; 
and opening for indie-rock 
powerhouse Tame Impala 
this past summer. 

“There’s no mood board 
of specific things that 
needed to be involved,” he 
says of the Velvet Negroni 
formula. “I’m just experi¬ 
menting, trying to pull 
out of my subconscious. I 
plan to write poetry, proper 
poetry—definitely not 
kitschy, tongue-in-cheek 
satirical shit.” 

Objectively, Nutzman 
has leveled up, having 
shattered the glass ceiling 
that hangs over so many 
Twin Cities music-makers. 

He still considers himself 
a local artist, though he 
admits there’s a perspec¬ 
tive shift these days when boarding inter¬ 
national flights—“the exact opposite of 
local,” he laughs. 

And having finally found his creative 
sweet spot, Nutzman is focused on sustain¬ 
ing the success that came with it. 

“I wanna keep Velvet Negroni alive,” 
he says. “I don’t wanna, two years from 
now, be like, 'All right, so now it’s Hot 
Tub and the Jets—I’m Hot Tub and the 
Jets now!’ My goal is to stay fresh and 
stay stayin’.”

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4. LAST IMPORT (He)

s your cool teen texting about Last 
Import? 

Somewhere between the memes 
and the plans, there may be a music video 
link, a screenshot of a poster for their 
next gig, an “I just saw Emily in class,” 
“Grace spotted at the coffee shop,” “I 
bought my ticket from Jane at the Fetus 
just now.” 

Last Import’s Emily Bjorke (guitar, lead 
vocals), Grace Baldwin (bass, vocals), and 
Jane Halldorson (drums, vocals) are of 
course also texting about Last Import, 
though the freshly 21-year-old musicians 
are not cool teens, not anymore. As this 
very publication reported in early 2018 
after the band’s first EP, Songs for Adam, 
they’re “all grown up.” 

Still, the Last Import group chat is... 
probably cooler than yours. And it’s where 


a lot of the “melodic surf-punk” trio’s 
music starts. 

“We’ll all have a song we hear and we 
send it in the group chat,” Bjorke says. 
“We’re like, ‘Wow, this is amazing, we 
need something like this.’ It usually has 
to do with the energy of the song.” Bjorke 
and Baldwin then get to work writing. 
Then Halldorson joins IRL and the women 
get to work. 

This has been the case since Last 
Import’s members were cool tweens, 
even. A fourth-grade Girls Rock n Roll 
Retreat meet-cute between Baldwin and 
Halldorson (“we tried to play hardcore 
songs and it was adorable,” Baldwin says) 
led to a sold-out first album-release show 
and a CP “Best New Band” nod earlier 
this year. 

Today the band members agree they 
do feel grown up. 

“We don’t get X’s on our hands at 
gigs anymore,” Baldwin noted. On their 
eponymous debut full-length, released in 
February, they felt they had more to say.

6. KISS THE TIGER

M eghan Kreidler remembers the 
night when she first discovered 
the high-energy “Meghan Kre¬ 
idler” within who now takes over when¬ 
ever Kiss the Tiger is onstage. 

“My stage persona is essentially an exag¬ 
geration of my real-life self,” the singer 
says. “It feels way more close to me than 
some things I do in theater arts. So when 
we started out it just... it felt more vul¬ 
nerable, and I actually felt a little lost.” 

But at one Triple Rock show, things 
were different. “That night they had the 
stage blocked off, so we set up right in 
front of the bar on the floor. It made it 


a lot easier to connect with people. For 
some reason, there was just a moment 
where I’m like, ‘Oh, this, this makes 
sense—I get why I’m doing this,’ because 
there’s so much self-consciousness that 
can come with any type of performing, 
but when you become comfortable and 
confident with what you’re doing, then 
you’re really giving it to people, which is 
what it’s about. That’s where the joy and 
freedom comes from.” 

It was her theater background that Kiss 
the Tiger guitarist (and Kreidler’s partner) 
Michael Anderson hoped would inject 
a new energy into a rock-band format. 
Anderson asked Kreidler to participate 
in an experimental jam session, and out 
of that Kiss the Tiger was formed. The 
band has since evolved its sound and 
aesthetic, a process Kreidler, who is 
used to working within the parameters 
of a stage script, where you only have a 
few months to develop a character, has 
found liberating. With a band, growth 
is open-ended. 

And fast-paced. The band has hardly 
slowed down for a moment in 2019, releas¬ 
ing a new album. Let Me Bleed, in Febru- 
ary, going on tour, and returning to play 
the Basilica Block Party in July. Between 
gigs, the group is already recording tracks 
for a new album. 

Despite this trajectory, Kreidler still feels 
occasionally uncertain about the future. 
“We’ve done some really awesome stuff, 
but there’s just so many unknowns,” she 
says. “When things are going really well, 
it’s really awesome, but when nothing is 
happening, it’s really easy to get discour¬ 
aged, and it can be hard to focus on the 
good things. Whenever I get really stressed 
Michael’s like, ‘No matter what, like, we 
are going to do this because we can make 
stuff happen.’”

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7. PRIM WOES

P atrons just keep streaming into this 
cozy south Minneapolis restaurant, 
and Prim Woes’ electric guitarist 
Jay Simonson would like to move outside. 

“I feel like if those people come and sit 
down over here I’m gonna be super awk¬ 
ward,” he whispers, sinking into his seat, 
his face disappearing below his bushel of 
rock-feathered brown-blond hair. “I do not 
want to talk about myself.” 

The other members—nylon acoustic 
guitarist Elise Pfau and keyboardist, synth 
stylist, and beat-deck captain Shelby Lano 
(who works at City Pages)—laugh but rise 
from their seats with immediate support. 

Prim Woes is ateam, their band asupport- 
ive scaffolding that allows each member the 
security to search for emotional discovery 
and fulfillment in their songs. The trio has 
been performingits moody, synth-smoothed 
folk-pop around the Twin Cities since earlier 
this year, and for each show they switch 
which member is in the middle. 

“If someone’s feeling anxious that day, or 
not having it, or their crush came, they can 
just hang out in the shadows,” says Lano. 
“They can hide and still perform.” 

There’s no leader. Each member writes 
and sings. But that doesn’t mean there are 
“Lano songs” or “Pfau songs.” This is a 
group effort. 

“It’s never just one person singing,” says 
Lano. 

“That’s too much,” says Simonson. 
“That’s way too vulnerable,” Lano laughs. 
Sun Dunk, their upcoming EP, is incred¬ 


ibly intimate, its vibe a fluid hum, with each 
member summoningthe warmest elements 
of their instrument. Up from the whirring 
thrums and murmuring synths come these 
glorious yet reluctant harmonies. The Prim 
Woes chorus, athree-person melodic weave, 
unearths lyrics that range from the teary and 
reflectively mellow to the silly and cuttingly 
blunt. Prim Woes can be sweetly hopeful 
and pining but also spitefully self-aware 
with lyrics like “I got love, it ain’t for you.” 
They’re also sneakily jaunty, irresistibly 
melodic, and just fun. 

Pfau and Simonson first played together 
in the much louder garage-rock band Nice 
Purse; they later linked up with the clas¬ 
sically trained Lano in pursuit of a chiller 
mood. Their shared love of basketball not 
only inspired their EP title but led them 
to choose their band name using March 
Madness-style bracketing. “Prim Woes” 
defeated “My Truck” in the final. 

“It was my New Year’s resolution to do 
more slam dunks this year,” said Lano, who 
identifies as awing. 

‘We can do it,” said Jay. “It’s not too late.” 

‘Wing,” said Pfau, “This all sounds so 
cute.”

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This endeavor is the 36-year-old musi¬ 
cian’s third locally: She previously per¬ 
formed in folk-rock band Heavy Deeds 
and acid country act Web of Sunsets. 

When those bands split up, Bischoff 
started Under Violet to bring to life the 
growing backlog of songs that she’d never 
recorded. 

BischofPs lyrics are deeply personal, 
like listening to a writer’s journal sung 
aloud, and most circle around themes of 
friendship, life changes, and evolution. 

‘T try to stay away from things being 
just about me and one other person,” she 
says. “I’m always trying to do that with 
my lyrics: push it a little bit outside of self. 
I’m trying to connect my experience to 
the experience that my friend had, and 
then a story that I read. I think that’s why 
people can connect with it a little bit easier. 
It’s not just about a narrow situation. It’s 
about a collective experience, something 
that we’re all feeling.” 

Given the collaborative nature of her 
previous bands, becoming the sole deci¬ 
sion-maker in Under Violet wasn’t easy 
at first. “I was so used to a diplomatic, 
egalitarian process. Everything was a group 
decision. With Under Violet, everyone was 
looking more to me to lead, and that was 
something new to me,” she says. “I had 
to get more intentional about what I was 
trying to do with this project.” 


Bischoff relied on a traditional band 
structure with Jeremy Ylvisaker on guitar, 
Chris Bierden on bass, and Mike Gun- 
valson on drums. Her co-producer, keys 
player, and fellow vocalist Alex Proc¬ 
tor also pulled in local talent like Dave 
Simonett (guitar), Erik Koskinen (gui¬ 
tar), and Frankie Lee (vocals). Though 
Bischoff mapped out the songs and the

lyrics, each musician wrote their own 
parts for the songs. 

Under Violet released their self-titled 
debut in August and are already hard at 
work on a follow-up. 

A naturally private, soft-spoken person, 
Bischoff has grown to feel less vulnerable 
now that she’s performed these personal 
songs live a few times, and feedback from 


listeners about how they’ve found comfort 
and healing in the songs has also bolstered 
her confidence. 

“I think people appreciate when you 
are being vulnerable and not posturing 
in your lyrics,” she says. “People feel it 
when you are sharing something that’s 
outside your comfort zone.”

your bachelorette party. 

Sam Frederick is a barbarian 
on the mic. Their eyes roll back white.

it quits in August 2017, and less than a 
month later, New Primals dropped their 
seething debut EP, Wraith. Frederick’s 
vision of the band was an eruption of 
catharsis—get in, explode, get out. The 
longest song on Wraith is 2:19 and con¬ 
tains a total of 26 words. 

Their confrontational sound and Fred¬ 
erick’s deranged performance make for 
a festival of the id, a madcap display of 
what would happen if you demolished 
your inhibitions and gave yourself to the 
animal sleeping in your brain. 

And New Primals don’t allow the 
audience to simply observe. Drummer 
Lars Oslund frequently pops out from 
behind his drum kit, making dramatic, 
full-bodied cymbal strikes. Bassist Ali 
Terveen stomps the monitors in a bizarre 
state of hypnosis. At an August gig at 
Memory Lanes, Frederick kicked off a 
breakdown by stepping down from the 
stage and pressing their forehead to the 
face of an audience member while a trail 
of foam fell from their lips. 

‘T don’t want there to be a curtain 
between what I’m doing and what the 
audience is feeling,” Frederick says. “We 
spend so much time around other people, 
but we never know what each other are 
feeling. There isn’t a raw connection hap¬ 
pening. I’m just trying to push against 
passivity.” 

The madness is only deepening as the 
band moves toward the release of next 
year’s debut LP, Horse Girl Energy. Fred¬ 
erick is writing more conceptual lyrics, 
and Terveen has been contributing more 
vocals. The songs are getting longer, with 
more elaborate sampling. Each progres¬ 
sion is an invitation for the audience to 
descend into the subconscious. 

“You get what you put into it,” Oslund 
says. “Anybody could do this, that’s the 
fucking truth, but it’s also maybe the most 


inneapolis 
21-year-old 
Booboo laughs 
a little as she recalls her 
beginnings in music. She 
remembers singing and 
playing Bob Marley and 
Wyclef Jean songs on a 
black Flying V guitar at 
her fifth-grade gradua¬ 
tion ceremony, wanting 
to become a “rock star” 
(her typical response to 
the question ‘What do you 
want to be when you grow 
up?”). But over the course 
of a decade or so that’s also included 
everything from a middle-school remix 
of Cali Swag District’s “Teach Me How 
to Dougie” to years spent as a member 
in “dreamfunk” band Treading North 
while attending Minneapolis South High 
School, the artist she’s grown into is far 
from typical. 

Booboo’s music is as inventive as 
you’ll hear out of the Twin Cities today, 
a focused yet eclectic new sound. And 
it does feel unmistakably “new,” even 
futuristic, which is especially remark¬ 
able considering her five-song I Don’t 
Want to Wait EP, released in August, was 
mostly recorded in 2017. Self-produced 
along with Distance Decay (who’s also 
worked with Atlanta rap stars Future, 
Young Thug, and Lil Duke), it’s a sneakily 
catchy, alienish Auto-Tuned fusion of 
electronic, R&B, and rap. “I still love all 
the songs on there,” she says. “They’re 
pretty emotional songs, and most of my 
music is.” 

Booboo, whose full name is Miles 
Gordon Jamison and is black, trans, and 
queer, is emerging from a sort of unofficial 
collective of young Minneapolis artists. 
Among others, there’s her former high 
school classmate Kamilla Love (whose 
Barbie Girl Vol. 1 EP Booboo produced 
in full, earning praise from Pitchfork 
and a spot on the soundtrack for the 
HBO movie Share) and 2017 City Pages 
Picked to Click finalist Izell Pyramid. 
“A lot of the people that I work with are 
super-independent,” she says. “We’re 
just making shit ’cause it’s an outlet, and 
we’re trying to send a message and build 
together as the queer black community. 
We’re just doing what we have to do.” 

It’s a statement both modest and reso¬ 
lute, and it sounds like the mere beginning 
of what could become a musical takeover, 
cit 5 rwide and beyond. 03

TALKING TRUMP AT A 
REAL MIDWEST DINER 



L ast week, the president of 
the United States brought a 
national spotlightto Minneapo¬ 
lis, which put me in the mood 
to go to a diner. It wasn’t so 
much to drown my frustrations in grease 
(though that’s always a plus) as to follow 
the natural inclinations of a journalist—din¬ 
ers, especially Midwest diners, are where 
reporters always seem to end up when they 
want to check in on the national mood. 

Most of the time, these stories fit a 
curiously consistent template, one that’s 
specifically rural, white, and conservative. 
The patrons wear feed-store hats; they 
eat actual mountains of scrambled eggs; 
they’re sticking by the president no matter 
what. In the last few years, such dispatches 
from Flyover Land have become so com¬ 
monplace as to be a cliche, parodied and 
turned into a Twitter meme. 

Of course, neither diners, nor the Mid¬ 
west, nor even diners in the Midwest, 
neatly fit into those tropes—they’re not 
exclusively white or rural or conservative. 
Often, they’re quite the opposite. And so, 
a few hours before Thursday’s rally, as the 
MAGA hats and sign-wavers took their 
places in the streets and sk3rways around 
Target Center, I headed to the Band Box 
Diner, on the other side of downtown Min- 
neapolis, in hopes of taking the pulse of 
the nation from a different vantage point. 

The Band Box really is an institution. 
It’s 80 years old, a stalwart of the Elliot 
Park neighborhood, which has been in 
transition seemingly forever (out-of-town 
political journalists would probably call it 
“gritty” or “up-and-coming”). It’s a half¬ 
block west of North Central University, 
a small Christian school, and two blocks 


south of Hennepin County Medical Cen¬ 
ter. The clientele reflects the surround¬ 
ings. Like pie, the American experience 
comes in many flavors. If you always find 
it bland, you’re ordering wrong. 

Brad Ptacek, the diner’s owner, is man¬ 
ning the flat top when I walk in. There are 
only four other customers now, and just 
a few more will come and go in the hour 
I spend sitting and eating and chatting at 
the cardinal-red counter. 

“It’s been quiet all week,” Ptacek says, 
“but especially today. Some of the lunch 
regulars didn’t show up. Maybe it’s because 
of the rally.” To this, server Heather Dalzen 
says, “The moron-in-chief is coming.” 

Everyone’s eating cheeseburgers and 
fries, including the two young black men 
setting next to me at the counter. They’re 
just finishing up as my own cheeseburger- 
and-Coke arrives, and the two other 
patrons soon leave, too, and for a while, 
it’s just me, Ptacek, and Dalzen. He has 
short gray hair and a black T-shirt with a 
drawing of the diner; she has long brown 
hair and a slate-blue hoodie; together, 
they have a 7-year-old son. 

Ptacek and Dalzen are chatty, though 
it’s hard to hear over the open-kitchen 
cacophony: the sizzle of burgers on the 
flat top, the hiss of fries in oil, the rumble 
of the vent. It’s all compressed in a tiny 
space facing the red-laminate counter 
and its eight stools. Quintessential diner. 
Real America. The vent hood is decorated 
with magnets—one says, “YAY! BACON!,” 
another is an ad for the long-gone local bar 
Moby Dick’s, while another comes from 
Philadelphia’s Mutter Museum. 

I ask if they’ve seen how diners are 
usually depicted in political stories, how 


they’re coded as a small-town thing, with 
conservative white customers. Ptacek nods. 
“It’s segmented,” he says. “They present 
what they want.” This diner, this neighbor¬ 
hood—they don’t fit that mold, although 
they’re the very definition of “Midwest” 
for millions of actual Midwesterners. I 
think of the Brother Ali video shot at the 
Band Box years ago, for the song “Take 
Me Home.” 

“Our regulars are from all walks of life,” 
Ptacek says. ‘We used to have quite a crew 
in the mornings. A white guy who owns 
a construction company. An Asian cab 
driver. A transgender veteran.” 

The topics carom from local politics and 
the minimum-wage law to the impersonal 
experience of ordering from an iPad at 
chain restaurants—and back, inevitably, 
to national politics and Trump. 

I ask how political conversations usually 
play out here on busier days. “It depends,” 
Dalzen says. “I’d say a lot of our regulars 
are just absolutely disgusted by [Trump]. 
We have this one guy come in all the time 
and he’s a wealthy young dude, middle 30s, 
you know what I mean, lives downtown 
in a condo, but absolutely despises him.” 
Others support the president, including 
many patrons from North Central, but 
also one or two regulars who live in the 


neighborhood, people you might not expect 
to be his fans. 

As the conversation builds, Dalzen 
offers an extended point about the U.S. 
“abandoning the Kurds,” a well-informed, 
up-to-the-moment assessment of cur¬ 
rent events. If one of the other tropes of 
Midwest diner stories is that the subjects 
medium- or low-information voters, well, 
that’s also not true here. 

“The whole thing gets me really heated,” 
Dalzen says. “I mean, Giuliani, two of his 
associates were just arrested at the airport. 
The corruption is so rampant. And the fact 
that he conducts policy on Twitter—I mean, 
what?” Ptacek nods vigorously. They both 
keep working as they chat—he’s scraping 
the grill, she’s unloading the dishwasher 
in back, yelling to be heard. 

Shift change. Ptacek and Dalzen turn 
things over to another server and cook. 
For a few minutes, Ptacek and the new 
cook take turns tossing a pan of grilling 
onions and watching over a mushroom- 
Swiss burger. I ask for my check and notice 
that it says “Grease for Peace” at the top. 

Maybe it’s not the sort of thing you’d 
expect at a classic diner, especially a 
Midwest diner of recent lore. Then again, 
“Real America” is always in the eye of the 
beholder, -doug mack

Mike Birbiglia’s standup is delightfully 
mundane. This isn’t a backhanded 
compliment: He’s one of the rare 
working comics who can talk about 
the absurdity of everyday life and 
somehow give us a new perspective. In 
2008, he brought that perspective in 
his stage show-turned-film. Sleepwalk 
With Me, where he shared details

TRYLON CINEMA 

A select few filmmakers have managed 
to capture the frightful essence 
of Stephen King’s writing, two of 
which are represented by Trylon’s 
latest double feature.

n the opening shot of Lucy in the Sky, 
astronaut Lucy Cola (Natalie Port- 
man) floats in space, looking down 
at Earth’s nighttime glow from tens 
of thousands of feet overhead. The 
view gives her a whole new perspective—or 
does it warp her existing perspective? 

That’s the central conflict of director 
Noah Hawley’s debut film: Does seeing 
the bigger picture provide us insights into 
ourselves, or might it scramble our very 
concept of identity? 

To convey this, Hawley uses the gim¬ 
micky visual motif of a constantly shifting 
aspect ratio. Space’s widescreen splendor 
is replaced with narrow panoramas of life 
on Earth, or the cloistered confines of old- 
school 4:3 television framing, with Lucy’s 
whole world literally closing in around 
her. It’s the kind of showy aesthetic choice 
that comes off like a stroke of genius in a 
great movie and a blunt instrument in a 
bad one. Here it’s an intriguing distrac¬ 
tion in a handsomely rendered, mostly 
deflated drama. 

We can tell Cola is bound to leave her 
nice-guy husband (Dan Stevens) in his 
first scene, when he asks his t 5 ^e-A wife to 


open ajar of jam for him. (“Weak hands,” 
he later confesses.) Stevens’ character 
is the kind of thankless role that would 
definitely have gone to Bill Pullman 20 
years prior. 

Lucy soon falls for fellow astronaut 
Mark, a charming cad (Jon Hamm). 
Her poor doorstop of a husband aptly 
describes motorcycle-riding ladykiller 
Mark as “a divorced action hero who likes 
to go fast.” Lucy’s infatuation with Mark, 
as well as her rivalrous relationship with 
another astronaut, Erin (Zazie Beetz), 
isn’t so much the cause of Lucy’s break¬ 
down as the manifested symptoms of it. 
It’s all fallout from her broken perspec¬ 
tive, coupled with twin personal crises 
involving her beloved grandmother (Ellen 
Burstyn) and her obsession with returning 
to space immediately. 

Hawley stages Lucy in the Sky as a rec¬ 
lamation project. The story is a fictional¬ 
ized riff on the true tale of astronaut Lisa 
Nowak, who in2007was accused of driving 
partway across the country and attempt¬ 
ing to kidnap a fellow NASA employee 
who was dating Nowak’s spaceman crush. 
Nowak’s public breakdown was condensed 
into lurid headlines that heavily focused

on the tawdry—and never verified—rumor 
that she wore an adult diaper during her 
frantic drive toward infamy. 

Hawley seems to want to obliterate 
the simplistic notion of a brilliant woman 
turned crazypants by hormonal lust. It’s 
a noble goal, and one at which he partly 
succeeds. Portman is excellent, both flinty 
and highly vulnerable, and the film does 
significantly recontextualize Lucy’s inevi¬ 
table breakdown. 

But is film really the best way to make 
this argument? Lucy in the Sky is astutely 
composed but rarely cinematic. Hawley 
is also the TV showrunner of Fargo and 
Legion as well as a novelist; strange that 
he’s chosen for a first movie a subject so 
awkwardly unbefitting cinema. It’s like 
watching someone try to play basketball 
in a space suit. His cast is dynamite—Beetz 
and Hamm are always welcome presences, 
and Burstyn has rarely been better—yet 
the mission probably should have been 
scrubbed. Perhaps Hawley, like his pro¬ 
tagonist, lost perspective. 03 
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FALSTAFF IN FARGO 

Coup d’Etat brings a bit of Midwest flavor to the Bard

ou’ve got to give 
it to Gary Briggle: 

Rogue Prince is a 
catchier title than 
Henry IV, Parts 18t 
IL Although Falstaff (the char¬ 
acter he plays in this production, 
co-directed with Wendy Lehr) still 
has hisbigtrademarkbelly Briggle 
has kept his Shakespeare slim for 
this new adaptation inspired by 
the 1965 Orson Welles movie 
Chimes at Midnight. 

Theatre Coup d’Etat has 
taken up temporary residence 
in a church basement, an apt 
venue for this very Minneso¬ 
tan drama. There’s a contested 
crown and a sword fight, sure, 
but it also involves a disappointed 
dad, a strained friendship, and 
an unpaid bar tab. If there was 
ever a Shakespeare story for 
Fargo’s Jerry Lundegaard, this 
would be it. 

The performance space, as con¬ 
figured, makes for an immersive experi¬ 
ence but presents some real challenges for 
actors and audience. The cozy subterranean 
theater at Calvary Baptist Church has an 
appealingly medieval feel, and chairs are 
arranged in a three-sided rectangle that 
gives the cast free range of both the stage 
and the fioor. 

That brings you up close to the per¬ 
formances, maybe even needing to tuck 
your legs under your seat when the Boar’s 
Head Tavern gets crowded. When actors 
are turned away from you, though, their 
voices can get lost in the room’s corners, 
and with the Bard’s dialogue sometimes 
delivered in a rush, key moments go missing. 

The eponymous heir is Henry, Prince of 
Wales. Coup d’Etat artistic director James 
Napoleon Stone steps into the starringrole 
with a convincing take on the character as 
a rakish party boy who haltingly rises to his 
responsibilities and isn’t quite sure what to 
do with his friends in low places. Put him in 
Nantucket reds and you’d instantly see Ted 
Kennedy. Ben Shaw is positively vicious as 
Henry “Hotspur” Percy, so much so that 
Stone needs to strain to appear a credible 
foil to the sneering rebel.

An energetic ensemble has some strong 
scenes, particularly for the empathetic Anna 
Leverett and the ominously ebullient Kayl 5 m 
Forkey. At its heart, though, the produc¬ 
tion showcases the skills of veteran actors 
Briggle and Bruce Bohne, who plays the 
elder Henry with a foundation-shaking 
pathos. (Bohne actually did appear inFargo, 
as Marge Gunderson’s police partner, Lou.) 

Falstaff is one of the great comic charac¬ 
ters in the canon, and Twin Cities audiences 
this year have had multiple opportunities 
to learn why. Joe Wiener brought a ripely 
prideful take on F alstaff to Classical Actors 
Ensemble’s Merry Wives of Windsor this 
summer. Here, Briggle shows us a more 
tragic side of the aging knight: never losing 
his essential dignity, even when he’s being 
punked by his pals. 

There’s a lot to admire about this Rogue 
Prince. It’s not revelatory, but it’s a solid, 
intimate production that puts a new lens 
on this timeless tale. 03
